No  one  is  shouting,  and  there  are 
but  a few  people  who  speak  at 
all  except  to  comment  on  how 
beautiful  and  impressive  the.  e- 
vents  they  saw  portrayed  were. 

Many  are  crying  and  feel  no 
hesitancj'  at  showing  their  feel- 
ings about  such  a stirring  spec- 
tacle. 

AS  THE  CARS  leave  the  park- 
ing lots  in  double  lanes,  no  one 
is  impatient.  No  horn  honks  are 
heard. 

The  beauty  of  the  short  scenes 
taken  from  the  Book  of  Mormon 
is  impressive.  And  even  though 
the  words  which  are  pantomimed, 
may  be  soon  forgotten,  the  spirit 
that  is  felt  will  live  on  forever. 

MEMBERS  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 


leave  the  hill  with  the  proud  feel- 
ing that  they  know  the  events 
they  witnessed  were  true  hap- 
penings. They  may  wonder  what 
they  ever  did  to  be  blessed  with 
such  a conviction.  The  people  a- 
bout  them  are  a reminder  of  the 
responsibility  the  have  of  sharing 
this  beautiful  conviction  with 
others. 

Missionaries,  at  first,  feel  a 
sudden  emptiness  as  they  realize 
that  the  pageant  is  over.  They 
think  over  the  two  glorious  weeks 
just  passed  and  wonder  how  they 
could  have  gone  by  so  quickly. 
But  the  missionary  looks  forward 
to  getting  back  to  proselyting  and 
teaching  the  gospel.

Former  outfielder,  Rice,  col- 
lected 2,987  hits  and  compiled  a 
lifetime  batting  average  of  .322 
for  19  seasons  with  the  Washing- 
ton Senators  while  Flick  had  a 
.315  career  average  playing  for 
the  Philadelphia  Phillies,  Phila- 
delphia Athletics  and  the  Celve- 
land  Indians.  Flick  batted  over 
.300  nine  times  during  that  span. 

RIXEY,  WAS  A 266-game  win- 
ner for  the  Phillies  and  the  Cin- 
cinnati Reds  between  1912-1933. 
Clakrson,  who  had  a 328-175  won 
lost  record  for  the  Chicago  Cubs, 
Boston  Braves  and  Indians  be- 
tween 1882-1894,  died  at  the  age 
of  47  in  1909. 

Rixey  died  shortly  after  he  was 
elected  to  the  shrine  in  January. 
The  induction  of  the  four  new 
members  will  bring  the  number 
in  the  hall  to  94.
